$250,000 Sugar 

Factory Expenditure 

Greater Efficieecy Expected Can Handle 
Increased Beet Tonnage for 1932

Canadian Sugar Factories at Ray 
mond, Alberta, are planning extens¬ 
ive improvements to the existing 
plant, during the coming spjing an l 
summer. While sugar prices are low 
throughout Canada, as well n 3 the 
rest of the world, this Company is 
demonstrating it3 confidence in the 
future of the Alberta Sugar Industry 
by expenditures on a lar 6 c .scale. 
The plant now existing was brought 
to Raymond in 1925 and has opernt 
ed every reason since, with incrca;- 
ing production yearly. For the last 
year or two the mill has sliced ar¬ 
ound 100,000 tons of beets each cam 
patgn. 

The primary object of the improv¬ 
ements being undertaken, it i3 under 
stood, is that of lowering co. t of pro 
duction, to meet the present low sug¬ 
ar prices, by increasing plant cftlti: 
ncy. In order to effect this objc t 
there will bo incorporated a subsid¬ 
iary process, knows as a Steffens 
Plant, for the purpose of utilizing 
the prencst by-product, Beet Molass¬ 
es and extracting sugar there from 
which has partly been wasted or fed 
to live* stock in previous ycar3. 

Incidental to 1hc*c changes there 
will b: a slight increase in the cap¬ 
acity of the Factory, which waa dec¬ 
id’d upon , because of the increased 
average tonnage production of beets 
per acr? reached by Alberta Grow¬ 
ers during the last two year.’, and 
the expectation of further gains al¬ 
ong thia line: 

By the Increased program of live 
stock feeding which produces tarn- 
yard manure for the beet ILIUs. 

By the plowing down of green 
manures; sweet clover and alfalfa, i:i 
pepnration for sugar beets. 

By the use of commercial fcrtili.:- 
e.-3 such as Triple Super Phosphates 
and Ammonium Phoshat.o, many 
farmers have increased beet yields. 

There is reason to expect, there¬ 
fore, average beet yields to incense 
throughout all the Alberta beet grow¬ 
ing area an the beet farmer; arc rap- 
iJly adopting these and ether f re¬ 
gressive methods of irrigation farm¬ 
ing. It is hoped aalso to rclieive to 
some extent the hardships n:cc sar- 


ily imposed on certain growers be¬ 
cause of restricted acreage. 

From Interviews with the plant 
officials we learn that the total co ;t 
ot the work outlined will reach $250, 
000. Some of the major items con 
template 1 are: 

New bottoms and increased capac¬ 
ity of diffusion cells.

The work to bo undertaken ccn te 
p?rfonned entirely by men now 
working in the plant, and those who 
have had experience in it i operation. 
There will not l>e any labor imported 
and in fact, the local labor of the 
be:t district has been promised pref¬ 
erence by those in charge of the ro- 
moflWUig and construction program. 

During the operation of the plant 
each year over three hundred people 
arc employed, and even at present 
thsre are over fifty men cn a steady 
payrolls. 

It is expected that by these clia:ig 
C3 the plant capacity will reach 1250 
tons of beets daily i n 3932. Thin is 
wecome news to the belt farmers of 
the irrigated districts, as it will p:r- 
mit the planting of come increase 1 
acreage into sugar beets. The 3931 
crop was a very sati = factory one t: 
Loth farmers and to the Sugar Co. 
Ecets were well protected from f:o;t 
during harvest, delivercl to an 1 work 
ed by the factory In good condition. 

Alberta’s 1931 sugar crop Ihcr:- 
fore t amounted to 31,C00,0C0 lbs. It i 3 
pointed out that thi3 pro lucticn now 
equals 50 p.c cf the annual consumpt 
ion in Alberta, and that to a gre:.t

He showed a number of photos of 
the methods used in inflicting the 
capital punishment for murder, phot 
os of the Ohio prison fire where 322 
were burned to death, photos of not¬ 
orious criminals of tl.e fast few 
years, and in nearly every case la:k 
of discipline in the home, too much 
money and leisure was the b:ginn- 
ing of the end. "Does Crime Pay? 
was the question asked by Mr. Biddle 
and the answer was No, No, No. The 
end of the Road of a Life of C.’imo 
was the subject of the part of the 
lecture dealing with the photos 
shown, ar.d undoubtedly everyone 
present was left with the conviction 
that Crime certainly does not pay, 
and the only way to happinesj wan 
in straight living. Everyone alio Id 
have heard it.
